Grants approved for 
Beaver Island Lighthouse 
and Whiting Park

Charlevoix County - Two 
grant resolutions were ap- 
proved and committee ap- 
pointments were made at 
the Charlevoix County Com- 
mission December 8 Meet- 
ing. 

Charlevoix County and 
Networks Northwest jointly 
own and oversee the Beaver 
Island Lighthouse property. 
On behalf of the Lighthouse, 
Networks Northwest has ap- 
plied for an Economic Devel- 
opment Administration’s 
American Rescue Plan Act 
Travel, Tourism, and Out- 
door Recreation Grant. The 
Commission approved a res- 
olution of support for the 
grant. The grant will fund 
rehabilitation projects esti- 
mated to cost $482,753.34. 
Charlevoix County would 
provide thirty percent or 
$144,826.00 toward the proj- 
ect over the course of three 
years. The county already 
has $50,000 per year bud- 
geted to maintain the light- 
house so there will be no 
strain on the budget. 

Commissioners approved 
a resolution accepting a sec- 
ond Waterways Grant 
Agreement funded by the 
DNR for 50% of the cost of 
construction of the Whiting

schools closed due to possible gun threat

Charlevoix County- 

Charlevoix and Boyne City 
Schools were closed Wednes- 
day, December 8 “out of an 
abundance of caution” when 
a gun was reported stolen 
after a party where students 
from both districts attended. 
The gun was located around 
7p.m Wednesday. 

The gun, lockbox and key 
was reported stolen in the 
early hours of Wednesday 
morning. All possible sus- 
pects were high school aged 
boys. According to Sheriff 
Chuck Vondra there was “No 
threat to anyone.” Vondra 
alerted the superintendents 
of both school districts who 
chose to close school until 
the gun was found under- 
standing that there is poten- 
tial for a copycat of the 
November 30 Oxford High 


School shooting in Oakland 
County. 

Deputies were present at 
all other school districts in 
the county on Wednesday as 
well. One student that at- 
tended the party was from 
Newaygo County. Newaygo 
County schools were on lock- 
down Wednesday. 

The house had been 
searched by the family prior 
to reporting the missing gun 
as well as deputies when the 
complaint was made. It was 
later found by those who re- 
ported it missing. 

All students who attended 
the party were investigated 
and Vondra stated that 99% 
of the parents were coopera- 
tive and helpful. “We’re very 
fortunate that it was located 
and no one was harmed, it’s 
important that when some- 
thing like this happens we 
are informed immediately,”

On December 7th a verbal, 
quasi threat to a teacher at 
Charlevoix Schools resulted 
in a two hour investigation 
that deemed “the person had 
no means or ability to carry 
it out,” said Vondra. 

In the first weeks of De- 
cember there have been a 
surge of student threats 
across the state, many of 
them coming from social 
media. In Southwest Michi- 
gan 15 terrorists threats 
were made between Decem- 
ber 1-9 and 19 students were 
charged, 2 as young as 9 
years old, according to the 
Oakland Free Press. Investi- 
gations are ongoing concern- 
ing the missed warning signs 
in Oxford. “In this day and 
age we have to take this seri- 
ously,” said Vondra.

Charlie Brown and the true meaning of Christmas

I saw an ar- 
ticle recently 
listing the top 
Christmas 
songs of all 
time. Among 
the entries 
were “Jingle 
Bell Rock”; 
“The Christ- 
mas Song” by 
Nat King Cole; “Santa Claus 
is Coming to Town”; 
“Rockin’ Around the Christ- 
mas Tree”; “Blue Christ- 
mas” by Elvis; “White 
Christmas” by Bing Crosby; 
and even “I Saw Mommy 
Kissing Santa Claus.” 

Now, there’s nothing 
wrong with any of those 
choices individually but I 
find it interesting that there 
was only one song out of the 
20 listed that even remotely 
had anything to do with the 
actual meaning of Christ- 
mas (“The Little Drummer 
Boy”). 

I’m not down on Santa or 
sleigh bells or Rudolph or 
even poor Grandma who got 
run over by a reindeer 
(though I must admit I do 
kinda feel bad for Grandma). 
What concerns me is how 
much the significance of 
Jesus coming into the world 
has been overshadowed by 
everything else that has be- 
come associated with the 
holiday. 

Christ has been taken out 


of Christmas, by 
and large. The 
choice of the most 
popular Christmas 
songs is one small 
indication of that. 
Christmas cards 
are another indica- 
tor. When I went 
looking for cards 
at one of the big 
box stores I was 
struck by just how 
few actually por- 
trayed something to do with 
the birth of the Savior in 
Bethlehem. There must have 
been 30-plus boxes of cards 
available for purchase and I 
found only a handful that 
featured the stable or the 
wise men following the star 
or anything else involving 
the biblical account of Jesus’ 
birth. 

There has been a gradual- 
but-undeniable moving away 
from the sacred origins of 
Christmas in our culture to 
the point where a “happy 
holiday” is an end unto itself 
without any kind of ac- 
knowledgment of Jesus com- 
ing into the world. 

Just as there was no room 
at the inn for Joseph and 
Mary on the night of Jesus’ 
birth more than 2,000 years 
ago, it seems there isn’t room 
for Jesus in our crowded cul- 
ture anymore. 

This issue was addressed 
with clarity and insight by 
Charles M. Schulz, the cre- 
ator of the comic strip 
Peanuts, way back in 1965. 


Schulz collaborated with Di- 
rector Bill Menendez to 
bring to the TV screen a 
half-hour cartoon special 
about the over-commercial- 
ization of the season. 

Schulz and Menendez had 
to fight tooth-and-nail with 
CBS network executives to 
keep the show intact as we 
know it and love it, espe- 
cially the portion of the 
show where Linus quotes 
from the Gospel of Luke 
about “Christ the Lord” 
being born in Bethlehem. 
Fortunately, Schulz and 
Menendez won the battle 
and the show, which CBS 
bigwigs reckoned would be a 
total flop, became an instant 
Christmas classic. 

The message of the car- 
toon still resonates today, 
and perhaps is even more ap- 
plicable in our time as it was 
when it was first broadcast 
nearly six decades ago. 

Schulz brilliantly por- 
trayed the ever-conflicted 
Charlie Brown as someone 
who realizes something is 
wrong with the way Christ- 
mas has been overtaken by 
the trappings of the holiday. 
We all know the story. Char- 
lie Brown, seeking to bring 
“the proper mood” to the 
play he is directing, finds a 
“real” Christmas tree in a lot 
brimming with aluminum 
trees of various sizes and 
colors. The tree is small and 
unappealing amidst all the 
other more colorful and 
glitzy artificial trees but 


Charlie Brown sees the value 
in the little tree that others 
don’t see, at least not at first. 

Charlie Brown’s tree, of 
course, is a metaphor that il- 
lustrates how the birth of 
the Savior in Bethlehem is so 
often overshadowed by the 
focus on the gift wrappings 
instead of the True Gift: 
God’s Son coming into the 
world to open a door to a re- 
lationship with the Father in 
heaven that would be possi- 
ble no other way. 

People might say they 
don’t need Jesus to enjoy 
Christmas or the spirit of 
Christmas and it’s certainly 
true that for many, Santa is 
sufficient. But even so I be- 
lieve with all my heart some- 
thing very precious has been 
lost. Just as in the innkeeper 
didn’t realize Who he was 
shutting the door to, so it is 
today. 

Regardless, the eternal 
words of Luke’s gospel still 
ring out to those with ears to 
hear: For unto you this day 
in the City of David a Savior 
is born, who is Christ the 
Lord. 

Would that we could all 
see along with Charlie 
Brown the inexpressible 
value of the “real” message 
of Christmas. There’s been 
no greater message ever de- 
livered to man.

A 1947 graduate of 
Charlevoix High School, Bill 
was a standout on the Ray- 
ders’ vaunted football and 
basketball teams of the day.

A three-year 
letter winner in football 
(freshman were not eligible 
for varsity play at the time) 
and a one-year letterman in 
basketball, Bill saw most of 
his success on the gridiron. 
He spent time at quarter- 
back and end for the Spar- 
tans, accumulating three 
scores during his career, and 
contributing to the success 
of the undefeated 1951 na- 
tional championship squad, 
as named by the Helms Ath- 
letic Foundation. Bill’s col- 
lege career concluded with a 
selection to the 1951 Blue- 
Gray Football Classic college 
all-star game in Mont- 
gomery, Alabama. A com- 
plete athlete, he led that 
year’s Classic in tackles 
from the outside linebacker 
position, having never 
played the position prior to 
the game. The San Francisco 
49ers selected him with the 
214th pick in the 1952 NFL 
Draft. A career in profes- 
sional football was not to be, 
however, as he was already 
committed to the U.S. Army 
through its Reserve Officer 
Training Corps (ROTC) pro- 
gram. He served in Korea 
during the later stages of the 
Korean War and was honor- 
ably discharged with the 
rank of first lieutenant in 
1955. 

Bill was modest to a fault 
and he would not wish to 
share the above account of 
his early life. He would, how- 
ever, wholeheartedly en- 
dorse what follows. 

Bill married Judith Lynn 
Harris on January 12, 1974 
in Charlevoix. Both Judy 
and their love and devotion 
to one another survive. Also 
surviving and celebrating 
him are his three children 
William (April) Carey, Jr. of 
Manilla, Philippines, Beth 
(Lee) Bost of Caledonia, MI 
and Keith (Heather) Carey 
of Charlevoix; grandchil- 
dren Katie (Greg), Liz 
(James), Josh, Margaret 
(Zubair), Camden, Hannie, 
Bherliann, Brixcent, and 
Taryn; great grandchildren 
Roland and Wesley; and 
many loved nieces and 
nephews. Bill was preceded 
in death by his daughter 
Margaret, his parents Leo 
and Marion, sister Marjory 
and brothers Charles, Keith, 
Donald, Thomas and Robert. 

Bill was of a time when 
men didn’t share their feel- 
ings and warmth was be- 
lieved to be weakness. He 
spent the first 60 years of his 
life embodying the gritty, 
straight-talking breadwin- 
ner his generation expected 
of its husbands and fathers.

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Why do we hang stockings by the fireplace? 


Some 
Christmas 
traditions date 
back many 
centuries

The great Christmas tradi- 
tion, the hanging Christmas 
stockings by the fireplace, ac- 
tually began with the original 
Saint Nicholas, a Fourth Cen- 
tury bishop of Myra in Asia 
Minor (present day Turkey). 
A lot of people don’t realize 
there actually was a man who 
became known Saint 
Nicholas and upon whom the 
generous character of Santa 
Claus and the tradition of 
giving gifts is based. (And, of 
course, for Christians around 
the world the giving of gifts 
reflects the manner in which 
the Son of God, the Lord 
Jesus Christ, came into the 
world and gave Himself as re- 
deemer for the sins of 
mankind.) 

As one would expect, the 
original Saint Nicholas was a 
benevolent man noted for his 
charity and good will and he 
was particularly kind to chil- 
dren, often giving away treats 
and small gifts. 

According to legend, there 
was a widower in Myra who 
had three daughters for 
whom he could not provide a 
dowry. The story goes that 
Saint Nicholas threw three 
bags of gold into the fireplace 
chimney one Christmas Eve 
and the gold landed into the 
stockings drying by the fire. 
Thus began the tradition of 
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putting presents into Christ- 
mas stockings. 

Another longstanding tra- 
dition, one we’re all espe- 
cially familiar with here in 
northern Michigan even if 
our surname is not Helsel or 
Murray, is Christmas trees. 

This tradition has been 
around a while. They are 
known to have been popular 
in Germany as far back as the 
sixteenth century. The tree’s 
association with Christmas 
seems to have evolved from 
the late Middle Ages when 
Germans and Scandinavians 
placed evergreens inside 
their homes to show their 
hope in the forthcoming 
spring. 

The tradition of Christmas 
trees in the US. can likely be 
traced to the German immi- 
grants who came to Pennsy]l- 
vania. Christmas trees have 
been sold commercially in 
the U.S. since 1850. 

Here are some interesting 
facts, gleaned from several 
sources, about Christmas 
trees, Christmas cards, 
Christmas carols and other 
holiday stuff: 

° If you love Dickens’ 
classic “A Christmas Carol,” 
you'll find this interesting. 
Before settling on the name 
of Tiny Tim for his character, 
three other alliterative names 


were considered by the au- 
thor: Little Larry, Puny Pete, 
and Small Sam. 

. According to the Na- 
tional Christmas Tree Associ- 
ation, Americans buy 37.1 
million real Christmas trees 
each year; 25 percent of them 
are from the nation's 5,000 
choose-and-cut farms. 

° America's official 
national Christmas tree is lo- 
cated in King's Canyon Na- 
tional Park in California. The 
tree, a giant sequoia called 
the "General Grant Tree," is 
over 300 feet high. It was 
made the official Christmas 
tree in 1925. 

° The first commer- 
cial Christmas card sold was 
designed by London artist 
John Calcott Horsley in De- 
cember of 1842. He was hired 
by Sir Henry Cole, a wealthy 
British businessman, to de- 
sign a card that showed peo- 
ple feeding and clothing the 
poor with another picture of 
a Christmas party. The first 
Christmas card said, "Merry 
Christmas and a Happy New 
Year to you." Of the original 
1,000 cards he printed for Sir 
Henry Cole, only one exists 
today. 

. An average house- 
hold in America will mail out 
28 Christmas cards each year 
and see 28 eight cards return 


in their place. 

. Christmas caroling 
began as an old English cus- 
tom called Wassailing - toast- 
ing neighbors to a long and 
healthy life. 

. Some famous people 
who were born on Christmas 
day: Sir Isaac Newton (1642); 
Humphrey Bogart (1899); Rod 
Serling (1924); Little Richard 
(1982); Ken Stabler (1945); 
Jimmy Buffet (1946); Larry 
Csonka (1946); Sissy Spacek 
(1949); Ricky Henderson 
(1958). 

. Tronically, it’s nearly 
certain Jesus himself was not 
born on Dec. 25. That date for 
the celebration of the birth of 
the Savior was chosen by the 
Emperor Constantine around 
the year 335 A.D. because on 
that same day the pagan festi- 
val Saturnalia revolving 
around the Winter Solstice 
and the start of a new year 
was held. Jesus was likely 
born in the spring, sometime 
between March 21 and May 20 
by our calendar. 

. During the Christ- 
mas buying season, Visa 
cards alone are used an aver- 
age of 5,340 times every 
minute in the United States. 

. Although many be- 
lieve the Friday after Thanks- 
giving is the busiest shopping 
day of the year, it is not. It is 
the fifth to tenth busiest day. 
The Friday and Saturday be- 
fore Christmas are the two 
busiest shopping days of the 
year. 

. During the Christ- 
mas/Hanukkah season, more 
than 1.76 billion candy canes 
will be made. 

° A traditional Christ- 
mas dinner in early England 
was the head of a pig pre- 
pared with mustard. 

° The tradition of 
Christmas lights dates back 
to when Christians were per- 
secuted for saying Mass. A 
simple candle in the window 
meant that Mass would be 
celebrated there that night.
